This sheet, which inchides Fig. 4, 
replaces the original drawing sheet including Figs. 4 and 5. In Fig. 4, the words *Trior Art" have 
been added.

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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

After the foregoing Amendment, claims 5-17 are pending in this application for further 
examination. Claims 1-4 have been canceled without prejudice, claims 5 and 6 have been amended 
and claims 9-17 have been added. No new matter was added by the present Amendment. 
Withdrawal of all objections and rejections is respectfully requested for the reasons set fortti below. 

Amendments to the Specification 

Applic^ts note that paragraph [0021] has been amended to correct a minor grammatical 
error. Specifically, in line 3, before '•power'*, the term ^'supply" was replaced with the term — 
supplying—. No new matter was added. 

Amendments to the Drawings 

Attached to the present Amendment is a new replacement sheet including Figs. 4 and 5. Fig. 
4 has been amended to include the words **Prior Art", such amendment being si^)ported by the 
specification, for example at paragraph [0076]. 

No other change has been made to Fig. 4. Applicants respectfully request acceptance of the 
new replacement sheet. 

Claim Amendments 

Support for the amendment to claim 5 can be found in the specification at paragraphs 
[0076]-[0078] and Figure 5. In this regard, it is noted that, although the term "gear selection 
motof • is not specifically enumerated, a skilled person in the field would readily understand based 
upon the origmal description that, in accordance with well-known transmissions, a gear selection 
motor moves the gear selecting member (e.g., finger) along a longitudinal path that represents the 
neutral position, so as to select the gear to be engaged, and a gear shifting motor is then actuated to 
cause the selected gear to be engaged. Thus, it is submitted that the gear selecting motor is 
inherently disclosed by the above-noted description. 

Claim 6 has only been amended in view of the antecedent basis for the shifting means 
provided by claim 5. 

New claims 9 and 13 also find support in original claim 5, paragraphs [0076]-[0078] and 
Figure 5. 
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Rejection of Claims 1-8 under 35 103(a) 

In the outstanding Office Action, claims 1-8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Grob in view of Graf '238. 

In response, claims 1-4 have been canceled and claim 5 has been amended to recite, in 
pertinent part: "at least one gear position [that] comprises either (i) a guide path inclined by an acute 
angle with respect to the transmission guide path or (ii) a guide path having a stepped shape with 
one leg parallel to the transmission guide path and one leg perpendicular thereto, such that it is 
necessary to actuate both the gear selecting motor and the gear shifting motor in order to move the 
gear shifting member fh)m the neutral position to a gear engaged position,.." 

Neither Grob nor Graf *238 disclose such a feature and it is noted that such feature provides 
the advantages disclosed in paragraphs [0076]-[0078], which need not be repeated herein. 

As none of the references cited in the Form PTO-892 suggest or motivate a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to achieve the invention of the new claims, it is respectfully submitted that 
the present obviousness rejection has been overcome. 

Conclusion 

Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that all claims pending in the present Application are 
in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and allowance of pending claims is therefore 
respectfully requested.
